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Planning board 
takes Marteg bond 


The Planning Board has taken 
over the $90,000 bond of the 
Marteg Company, developer of 
Jewel Drive and Jewel Park, The 
action Was by unanimous vote 
Tuesday evening. 

When Mike Integlia, of the 
Marteg Realty Company took 
over the development of Jewel 
Drive for the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority, he put 
up a bond of $90,000 as a 
guarantee of construction, In- 
teglia met with the Wilmington 
Planning Board on July 27, to 
discuss the work. It seemed that 
the discussion ended on a friendly 
note, sort of. 

After the discussions, reported 
in this paper two weeks ago had 
been completed, the planning 
board voted that the Marteg 
Realty Company is in default of 
its agreement with the planning 
board to complete its part of 
Jewel Industrial Park by May 19, 
1981. It therefore requested that 
the town manager take control of 
the $90,000 bond, and that the 
town engineer have a temporary 
custody of the vote, yntil the next 
meeting of the planning board. 

A letter was received by the 
planning board, written on 
August 2 by Mike Integlia. 

Briefly, he proposed to im- 
mediately submit the necessary 
applications and engineering 
documentation to the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission for 
reinstatement of the “order of 
conditions."’ Integlia then went on 
to say he would begin completion 
of Jewel Drive within 10 days 
after approval by the Concom. 

He ed the posting of an 
additional $10,000 with the town 
secured by a new “security and 
escrow agreement,"’ and other 
points. 

His letter was discussed by the 
planning board last night. 

Tony Gentile was the first to 
speak. He found it to-be “crazy.” 
Arnold Blake agreed with Tony. 

Blake pointed out some of the 
difficulties. Olin Chemicals, for 
instance, has an agreement to 


Truce in 


There may yet be peace, at the 
North Reading - Wilmington line.

allow Marteg to cross their land 
in a drainage easement. A new 
contractor, Blake said, could 
have to start all over. 

“It could be that the town would 
do it - that could save time - 
maybe.” 

Chairman DeRoy was of the 
opinion that the work, if turned 
over to the town, ‘‘would be done 
properly and as fast as possible." 

Chester Bruce of the Con- 
servation Commission, pointed 
out that it would take Integlia 42 
days, because of advertisements 
and hearings before he could get 
permission to start, “Add 10 days 
and you have two months. He 
might still be working next 
winter.” 

Bob Higgins, town engineer, 
said the Olin Chemical agreement 
is ‘on file” and the town counsel 
Says it is valid, ‘in theregistry of 
deeds."’ In theory, he said, the 
planning board holds enough 
money to complete the job. He did 
not agree with an argument 
advanced by Integlia that some of 
the bond money should be 
returned because it was for un- 
derground wiring. It is, he said, 
“a lump sum.” 

Blake found that the lesser of 
two evils was for the town to take 
over the construction of the road. 
Bruce pointed out that there is a 
lawsuit for $125,000 by a firm 
named Guigli. (Two weeks ago 
the Town Crier reported that firm

That well is 48 feet deep. It has 
in tests pumped half a million 
gallons of water a day. A six

stabilized capacity of 380,000 
gallons a day. 

CDM engineer Bob Weimar told 
the meeting that he had a 
“yardstick” that North Reading 
should not make a drawdown of 
over three feet, for the 
Wilmington well. “We ended up 
with a 1% foot drawdown,” he 


said. 

The area, he reported, had less 
manganesé than in any other part 
of North Reading. 

Weimar wants to put in two 
“satellite” wells to add to the 
water volume, and supply North 
Reading with up to 600,000 gallons 
a day. He was he said, of 
no more than a 1.6 foo¥ drawdown

A “midnight trucker" dumped 
a lot of fuel oil into the 
Wilmington dump The 
Wilmington Water Department 
spent “a bundle of money” and 
completely cleaned up the mess. 
The commissioners called in the 
state health authorities to look 
over the place after the clean - up, 
but there was still doubt that all 
the oil had been. found. 


Commissioner Arthur Smith of * 


Wilmington feels that North 
Reading will eventually be 
drawing something from the site 
of the oil spill, and that as a result 
North Reading will “affect our 
well.”” 

‘Wilmington,“he said, had been 
allowed only one well; because of 
the oil spill, and now there are 
two, with talk of satellite wells. 

Wilmington’s water superin- 
tendent, Paul Duggan, told of a 
sudden drawdown in April, when 
North Reading resumed using the 
well. As he described it, the water 
level dropped from 18 feet to 25 
feet - seemingly a drawdown of 
seven feet. 

IEQE engineers arranged to 
tthe figures from both wells on 
iday. They will, ' with CDM 
engineers, reduce the figures to a 
common base, so as to find out the 
actual drawdown in Wilmington.

New law gives 
classification power 
to selectmen 


There has been a change in the 
act. It will now be the selectmen 
of a town, the mayor, city council 
or aldermen of a city who will act 
on the tax relationship of the four 
different kinds of property in any 
community. 

The property classifications 
are: Residential, industrial, 
commercial and open space. The 
law defines relative taxation for 
each class. 

The law formerly was that it 
would be the assessors who 
assigned the different values, tax 
wise, between the classifications, 
with the advice of the selectmen, 
or city council or aldermen. Now 
the selectmen will do it, in towns 
or the mayor or aldermen or city 
councilors in cities, with the 
advice of the board of assessors. 
So says Chapter 369 of the Acts of 
1982. Governor King signed that 
law on July 12, 1982 

Chapter 369 has an emergency 
preamble, which made it ef- 
fective immediately. This, it 
says, was “for the immediate 
preservaiton of the public con- 
venience.”* 

There are more than a few 
changes. 

Every town and city shall now, 
every two years be certified that 
the assessors are assessing 
properties at full and fair cash 
value. This certification has to be 
made by the state commissioner 
of revenue, but will not be mad 
e until the selectmen, or city 
council etc. of the town or city has 
held a public hearing and until the 
town and city has adopted the 
percentages of the local tax levy 
to be borne by each class of real 
and personal property. 

In other words there has to be a 
public hearing. That is to allow 
property owners, etc. to have 
their input into the tax picture. In 
towns it will be held by the 


selectmen, after which the 
decision will be made on the 
percentages i jlocal tax levy. 


There are other ‘changes in the 
ruling relative to residential 
property, and to open space 
property 

Residential property (class 
one) is now more closely defined 
The definition includes property 
on which there is no housing, but 
which has been subdivided into 


house lots. 

Open space too, has new 
definitions. Open space, in the 
law, is class two. It is now land 
which is not otherwise classified, 
and which is not taxable under 
certain provisions of the law, nor 
under the provisions of a ‘per- 
manent conservation restriction. 
It has to be land which is not held 
for the production of income, but 
which is maintained in an open or 
natural condition, and which 
contributes significantly to the 
benefit and enjoyment of the 
public. 

Class one property (residen- 
tial), after all property has been 
assessed at full and fair valuation 
may be, in towns at the option of 
the board of selectmen (and 
similarly in cities). have an 
exemption equal to not more than 
10 percent of the average 
assessed value of class one, 
residential parcels, within the 
town or city. There is an ad- 
ditional provision, in that the 
exemption applies only to the 
principal residence of the tax- 
payer, as used by the taxpayer for 
income tax purposes. 

In Wilmington the firm of 
Magee & Magane has been 
determining the full and fair cash 
values of properties for several 
months, and has since held a 
series of conferences with 
property owners who have had 
questions, or who thought some 
fact was unfair. About 400 
property owners have been in- 
terviewed in the past two weeks. 

This week is being devoted to 
work on those conferences, and 
input into the values of’ the 
property affected. 

Then there will be a conference 
with the state revenue officials, in 
which any property which has 
had a more than 10 percent 
change in value will be studied for 
possible errors. 

After that process is completed 
the results will be given to the 
board of selectmen for its public 
hearing and its consideration. 

The last step in the process will 
be a public vote, by the citizens of 
the town. The selectmen will have 
to decide on a date for the vote, 
and possibly the means by which 
the necessary information will be 
presented to the public

The Wilmington Finance 
Committee will hold its public 
hearing prior to the special town 
meeting on September 8 at 7:30 
p.m. in the library. The fincom 
made this decision on August 10. 
They also plan to hold a regular 
meeting with Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski on August 24 to 
get a more exact picture of the 


amount of money to be allocated 
at the special town meeting 
Members said they hope to get a 
clearer understanding of the 
warrant articles at that time. 
According to Acting Chairman 
Jim Gorman, chairpersons from 
the board of selectmen, the fin- 
com, and the school committee 
will be meeting some time in the 


next to weeks to discuss various 
budetary needs. Fincom mem- 
bers voted to ask their Chairman, 
Jim Carroll to request a detailed 
list of school and town additional 
budgetary requirements from the 
selectmen and the school com- 
mittee. They hope to have these 
lists before their August 24 
meeting.

Civil War ceremony honors Les Tyner 


A Wilmington man who died 
unexpectedly of a heart attack on 
July 30 will be posthumously 
honored this weekend at Ford 
Warren, Georges Island, Boston 
Harbor, during Civil War Days 
ceremonies. 

Lester L. Tyner, who lived at 20 
Railroad Aye., was a member of 
the Sth Massachusetts Battery, a 
re-activated Civil War historical 
unit and member of the Union and 
Confederate Volunteers (UCV). 

Saturday and Sunday, Aug. 14 
and 15, the UCV, in conjunction 
with the Metropolitan District 
Commission, which administers 
Fort Warren, now a state park, 
will conduct a living history 


weekend open to the public. It will 
include exhibits of Civil War 
camp life, exhibitions of infantry 
drill and artillery firing. 

The whole event will be 
dedicated to Tyner who was a 
long-time Civil War history en- 
thusiast and active participant in 
many such programs over the 
years. The dedication ceremony 
will include a eulogy, prayer and 
three-gun salute from Civil War 
cannon manned by members of 
the Sth Massachusetts and 10th 
New York Batteries. Tyner had 
been a member of the Sth 
Massachusetts for the past eight 
years.

able lo see a demonstration of this 
product at one of its meetings and 
Chairman Chester Bruce said 
he'd like the rest of the town to 
have a chance to see it work. 

The device is able to save water 
because instead of using five and 
one-half _ gallons of water per 
flush that conventional toilets 
use, Accu-flush measures out the 
amount of water necessary. It has 
two handles, one for liquid waste 
and one for solid waste, which use 
less water than traditional, 
single-handled toilets. Accu-flush 
uses only one and one-half to two 
gallons of water for liquid 
disposal and three to three and 
one half gallons of water for the 
removal of solids. 

This HUD approved device can 
save up to 60 percent on a family’s 
water use through toilets. The 
unit retails for $29.75, but-can be 
sold to other governmental bodies 
for $19.50. Bruce, who has had an 
Accu-flush installed in his home, 
said it really works and takes only 
five minutes to install, The 
company, he added, has not had 
to sell one replacement part for 
the device since production 
began. 

Bruce said he hopes to have the 
makers of Accu-Flush demon- 
strate some’ of the other water 
saving devices, including shower 
and faucet heads. The board also 
wants solar equipment to be part 
of the display. Currently, it’s 
looking into possible dates and 
sites for this demonstration.

The new cranberry house of Dr. 
Frances Hiller was«not the only 
structure to be erected in the 
years following 1876. A number of 
changes were occuring. After the 
long decline there was an in- 
erease in the population. 

The blacksmith shop, at the 
corner of the Boston & Lowell 
Road and ‘‘the new road’' 
(Church Street) disappeared 
before 1880. 

Joseph Ames, who lived across 
the street (Church Street) had a 
new store on the site. It was a 
combination grocery and 
newspaper store. As late as 1950 
Ames News was a sign that still 
was to .be seen in Wilmington 
Square. 

There was a hall in the new 
building, Ames Hall. In that hall, 
about 1880, a group of people met 
to start a Methodist Church. 
Within a short period of time they 
would be building their own 
chapel at the corner of what is 
now Thurston Avenue and Church 
Street. The Rev. William A 
Thurston was an early pastor, 
and the new street was named 
after him 

It can be noted that he was soon 
to publish a monthly paper en- 
titled The Wilmington Methodist. 
In April 1889, in a column entitled 
“Locals” a tidbit appears about 
France B. Hiller. 

“Through the generosity of 
Mrs. Dr. Frances B. Hiller, the 
mortgage ($300) has been can- 
celled.” 

There was also, in that issue, an 
advertisement for D.C. Buzzell, 
M.D. New Hampshire born, he 
moved into Wilmington and was 
living in the former Jaques house. 
He was next door neighbor to the 
Drs. Hiller, Mary Buzzell, his 
wife, was a member of the 
Wilmington White family, and 
was related to the man Henry 
Harnden, who had captured 
Confederate President Jeff 
Davis. She and General Henry 
Harnden were descendants of the 
Lt. Benjamin Harnden of the 
Revolutionary War. 

What is now the Masonic Hall, 
in Wilmington, was also erected 
in those days 

In the assessors list of buildings 
in Wilmington it was listed as a 
Cranberry House, belonging to 
Mrs. Dr. Frances B. ‘Hiller. 


The writer has heard other 
stories. They are worth 
repeating. There were two. 

One of the stories was that the 
two doctors were preparing the 
place as a sort of medical 
museum, or a museum of general 
interest 

The other story is that Dr. 
Henry Hiller was preparing to 
shift his laboratory from Tremont 
Street, Boston to Wilmington, 
Massachusetts. He had a path 
prepared so he could get to his 
new building directly from his 
home. It was in about the same 
place as Alan Altman prepared a 
roadway last month 

The part of the sfory. that 


* concerns Dr. Henry Hiller is to be 


believed, for several reasons. 

He was born in Bavaria, the 
land of imaginative castles, such 
as the one built by the mad King 
Ludwig. 

It was in that style that the 
museum or laboratory (or maybe 
cranberry house) was constucted. 
‘Today one can see two “turrets” 
or “‘towers'’ on the Masonic Hall 
facing Church Street. When it was 
constructed there were four, the 
other two facing the cranberry 


bog. 

The building looked top heavy 
with those four towers. To many 
that is an evidence that Bavarian 
born Henry Hiller had a word in 
the design of the building, and 
that it was to be for him. 

The building was not com- 
pleted, by the time that Dr. Henry 
Hiller died. It was not until after 
the Masons had taken over that it 
was finished. 

The ‘tryings on” 

Frances Hiller, meanwhile had 
started work on the caskets. Both 
she and her husband agreed that 
sthey were to be made. 

Every now and then Frances 
Hiller would have a “trying on.” 
It was an action that was both 
morbid and bizarre. 

The caskets were made up- 
stairs in the cranberry house. 
There was a large workshop for 
MacGregor there 

On the days that were ap- 
pointed for a ‘‘trying on" Frances 
Hiller would take a bath, after she 
awoke in the morning.” Then she 
would dress in the finest of lace 
underwear and an expensive 
satin dress. 

Her hair would be combed, 
away from her forehead. It would 
‘hen be decorated with jewelry.

Then Frances Hiller would get 
into the carriage to be driven to 
the cranberry house. There at- 
tendants would be waiting 

There was a targe mirror 
suspended from the ceiling. There 
was a special hammock made of 
white silk. It was suspended by 
tackles and pulleys. 

Frances Hiller would be placed 
in the hammock by her at- 
tendants. Then she and the 
hammock would-be lowered into 
the casket. The mirror was over 
her head 

There with nearly closed eyes, 
she would survey her appearance 


in the mirror. The story was told” 


that she would then wish that she 
could die, “right now” because 
everything was perfect for the 
funeral. Waiting for her funeral, 
was, to her, a tedious event. 

The stories say that the at- 
tendants found her after a “trying 
on,” to be a friendly and co 
tented person. Before one 
however, she was said to be 
nervous and irritable.

Lisa Langone is luckier than 
most people. Eight months ago, 
this six-year-old was found to 
have chronic myelogenous, a 
form of leumekia occuring widely 
in adults, but rarely in children. 
Today, not a trace of the disease 
remains in her, thanks to modern 
medicine and her four-year-old 
brother, who supplied the bone 
marrow she needed for her final 
stage of treatment. 

The leukemia was discoyered 
almost by accident, Lisa's mother 
Terry Langone said. The whole 
family had been passing around a 
cold last winter, she added, but 
when Lisa caught it, it wouldn't 
go away. When the child’s teacher 
called to say Lisa seemed less 


H involved and more cranky in 
¥ school, her mother took her to a 


doctor. Shortly after, on 
December 14, Lisa was admitted 
to Children’s Hospital. 

The disease was in the third of 
three stages, the crisis stage, 
when it was first discovered, 
Langone said. The doctors had to 
bring her. back to the second 
stage, the accelerated stage, 
before the necessary bone 
marrow transplant could be done. 
To do that, the child was given 
chemo therapy treatments. 

Lisa stayed in the hospital for 
only a week that first time, but 
returned in February to have a 
shunt put in her leg for the chemo 
therapy Langone said there were 
so many problems with that shunt 
because blood kept clotting in it, 
that the doctors later removed it 
and put a new one in her chest. 
She remained hospitalized from 
March 18 until July 1 

While in the hospital, Lisa was 
kept in very isolated and sterile 
quarters. She was not allowed any 
physical contact with her parents 
except through rubber ‘gloves, 
and the Langones had to scrub 
before they entered her room for 
a visit. They also weren't allowed 
to touch anything in her room 

The final stage of her treat- 
ment, after months of chemo 
therapy, was the bone marrow 
transplant. Langone said the bone 
marrow was taken from her son 
because it had to be a cross’ 
between her and her husband 
There are so many factors in- 
volved, she explained, that there 
was only a one in four chance that 
one of her children's marrow

would match Lisa's, she ex- 
plained, adding that even then 
there was only a 50 percent 
chance that the transplant would 
work. Terry Langone, who, at the 
time, was the mother of three. 
children with a fourth on the way, 
said if none of her children’s bone 
marrow matched Lisa's the 
doctors could have used her 
husband’s with only a 20 percent 
chance of success, or waited until 
the child she was carrying was 
born. 


Fortunately, her son's bone 
marrow matched Lisa’s. Once 
that was established, the 
Langone’s had to appear in court 
to have the transplant approved. 
The court appointed a supposedly 
Unbiased guardian for her son, 
Langone said, to insure that the 
transplant was in his best interest 
as well as Lisa’s. Although she 


was told this was all very routine, 
Terry Langone said she was upset 
by it. “I thought the whole thing 
was ridiculous,” she said. “If 
they told me she didn’t have a 
chance, I wouldn't have done it 
anyway.” 

According to Langone, the only 
real danger to her son was from 
the risk of general anesthesia that 
everyone who is operated on is 
suseptible to. There was also the 
possibility of an infection 
developing in the site where the 
bone marrow was taken from. 
Fortunately, neither of these 
problems occured. 

Langone said her son was told 
about the transplant, and he was 
required to undergo’ a 
psychological examination. She 
said he knew Lisa was sick, but he 
didn’t really know what was going 
on. “He was very proud of him- 


self,” she added. “He didn't 
really understand it, but he knew 
he did: good.”” 


The transplant, Langone said, 
was easier for Lisa than it was for 
her son because the bone marrow 
was injected into her in- 
travenously. Bone marrow, she 
continued, is one of the few things 
that goes where it is needed by 
itself. Lisa's brother, on the other 
hand, had to have the 200 ce of 
bone marrow surgically removed 
from across his hip and back 
area. 

Before the bone marrow could 
be transferred to Lisa, Langone 
said, her own disease-producing 
marrow and infected blood cells 
had to be completely killed off. To 
do that, Lisa underwent three and 
one-half hours of steady radiation 
the night before the transplant. If 
all the diseased matter had not 
been eliminated, Langone said, 
the new bone marrow could have 
been infected with leukemia. 

Since the transplant, Lisa has 
been doing fine, her mother said. 
She is being monitored by doctors 
and returns to the clinic once a 
week. Lisa's daily care includes 
taking various medications, 
having her temperature taken 
several times, -and letting her 
mother flush out the tube in her 
chest. That tube is now used for 
injections, blood samples, and 
almost everything else, Langone 
said, 

Lisa has virtually no immunity 
system right now, but the doctors 
hope she will gradually adopt her 
brother’s. She won't be returning 
to school in the fall and is not 
allowed to play with other 
children because she is extremely 
suseptible to viruses. “A cold to 
us could kill her,” her mother 
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explained, so Lisa has to wear a 
surgitval-type mask to keep her 
air germ free. Since her im- 
munity system. is starting from 
scratch, she said, the doctors 
don’t want her to risk getting 
childhood diseases. She may have 
to have her “baby shots” all over 
again. Lisa also has to wear hats 
and lots of sunscreen because her 
skin is still very sensitive from 
the radiation. 

Although Lisa won't be going to 
school this fall, her parents are 
planning to find a tutor for her so 
she can return to a classroom 
next fall. Langone said Lisa had 
only half a year of kindergarten 
before the leukemia was 
discovered, but she hopes the 
tutoring will progress smoothly so 
Lisa can enter second grade when 
she goes back to school. 

The Langone family en- 
countered many problems ing 
Lisa's treatment. Mrs. jone 
was pregnant when the leukemia 
was first diagnosed and had the 
baby while Lisa was in the 
hospital. Her husband, a truck 
driver, was working less for a 
time, but the bills kept coming in. 
“That was the first time I've seen 
figures close to a quarter of a 
million,’ Terry Langone ex- 
) plained, “and it was ail bills." 
Fortunately, their insurance paid 
most of the medical bills, she 
added. 

Emotionally, Langone said, it’s 
been difficult for her,)‘‘I take it 
day by day,’ she said, “and just 
ride with the punches, It’s very 
hard, and I wouldn't wish it on my 
worst enemy." She said she is 
constantly worried about caring 
for Lisa, whose room has to be 
sterilized with Lysol frequently. 
She is afraid Lisa could get sick 
again if she makes a mistake. 
Currently, Lisa is on a low bat 
teria diet, which means her food 


everything sterilized for her. She 
can eat only certain types of food 
also. 

Lisa said she felt badly and 
cried a lot while she was in the 
hospital. She missed her parents 
and experienced a good deal of 
pain. Now, she said, she feels 
good and is happy to be home. 
~ According to Lisa's mother, the 
only time the subject of death was 
mentioned was when the boy who 
was supposed to occupy Lisa's 
room after she left the hospital 
died. Her parents weren't there at 
the time, but Lisa saw the doctors 
scurrying around, and she knew 
something was wrong, Langone 
said. At first she cried, but later 
she asked the nurses a lot of 
questions about it. When her 
mother visited later, Lisa told her 
that she wasn’t going to die; she 
didn't want to. Her mother 
assured her that she didn’t want 
her to die either. 

The only thing that upsets Lisa 
now, Langone said, is other 
children. They ride by, see her 
with a mask, and are afraid to go 
near her or say hello. They think 
there’s something wrong with 
her, she said, and maybe their 
parents do too. Lisa is not con- 
tagious, she explained, adding 
that although doctors don't know 
what causes chronic 
myelogenous, they do know it’s 
not hereditary or contagious. 

Although there is no trace of the 
disease in Lisa right now, her 
mother said, ‘there's a long way 
to go.” The doctors said if she is 
free of the leukemia for five 
years, she is considered cured.

The letter is also directing 
Compugraphic to develop ap- 
proximately one third of the 
retention area. The entire 
retention area was supposed to be 
developed before any work had 
begun according to the order of 
conditions, Bruce said, but now 
the board is allowing the com- 
pany todig out only one third of it. 
That way, the original order of 
conditions will remain valid, and 
the company, if its economic 
situation reverses, can continue 
the project. The entire retention 
area would have to be developed, 
however, before any work could 
ever begin again. The order of 
conditions will be renewed con- 
tinually for this purpose. 

Erich Nitzsche, an engineer 
with Robert Anderson Inc 
representing Compugraphic, 
made the proposal that only one 
third of the retention area be 
completed at this time. He said 
that for the amount of land ac- 
tually developed by Com 
pugraphic, this is more than a 
sufficient size retention area 

The boulders that are to be 
removed from the partially 
developed land can be placed 
around the retention area or 
stock-piled along the side of it, 
Bruce said. The fill dug out from 
the retention area can be used to 
fill in where the boulders used to 


be. The company is not to bring 
any other fill or materials to the 
site, but can use whatever is there 
now and can be taken from the 
retention area. The conservaiton 
Commission plans to check on the 
retention area when it has been 
dug out 

‘Some board members thought 
the reduction in retention area 
developed and the use for the land 
would be a different proposal than 
the one originally approved and 
would call for a new order of 
conditions. One member said the 
original plan called for a parking 
lot and a possible warehouse, and 
now instead there will be no 
warehouse or parking lot. 

Nitzsche told the board that 
from an engineering standpoint it 
would not be wise to remove all 
the boulders from the ground 
Some of them are too far_down 
and are packed well into the 
earth, he added. Bruce replied 
that all the boulders larger than 
the size allowed as clean fill 
would have to be removed. The 
only other alternative, he said, is 
to remove all the work that has 
already been done on the land. 
Both Nitzsche and Compugraphic 
Facilities Manager Ron Repucci 
agreed they don’t-want to remove 
the work because it would be too 
costly. Repucci said if the con- 
servation commission wants the 
boulders removed, then they will 
be removed.

Now, I have to be completely

‘The work force will continue to 
grow during the 1980s, By 1990 the 
Department of Labor estimates total 
employment will rise from 102.1 
million to between 119.6 and 127.9 
million workers — an increase 
which will create as many as 25.8 
million new jobs. This expansion of 
the economy will be stimulated by 
shifts in population, shifts in the 
changes in business 
and advances in 
And while labor 
economists expect the employment 
outlook to improve, especially for 
entry-level jobs, jobs that offer 
better pay or advancement will 
continue to go to individuals with 
specialized training, 

“It's slowly becoming com: 
monplace in the job market,” said 
Henry Herzing, president of the 
National Association of Trade and 
Technical Schools, an educational 
association representing 500 private 
career schools, “Employers prefer 
to hire trained applicants rather 
than provide training, so the person 
with previous training or experien 
who is skilled and ready to work ts. 
the person who usually gets the job."” 

Because many employers prefer 
to hire skilled workers, moré and 
more individuals are attending 
accredited trade and technical 
schools to learn the necessary skills 
it takes to get a good job. 

“Most career schools are in- 
dependent, small, job-oriented, 
intensive and_ student-centered, "’ 
said Herzing. “Their single mission 
is to give students job skills to 
compete in the job market,” 

Until recently a college education 
was considered one of the best ways 
to prepare for the job market. But 
now, according to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, recent experience 
shows. the traditional view of a 
college degree as a guarantee of 
‘success is not matched by reality. 

Between 1968 and 1978, the 
proportion of college graduates 

Semployed in professional and 
technical occupations declined 
because the number of jobs did not 
expand as rapidly as the supply of 

graduates, One out of every four 
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college graduates took jobs 
traditionally filled by someone with 
less schooling, and more graduates 
than ever before turned to clerical, 
lower-level sales, and blue-collar 
occupations to earn a living. From 
1970 to 1979, 80 percent of the jobs 
available required training and 
education while only 20 percent 
required a four-year degree. 

“We all learned a valuable lesson 
from the job market in the '70s,"” 
said Herzing. “A four-year degree 
does not guarantee a good job. There 
are unlimited careers to choose 
from that can be realized without a 
college degree. 

Shools accredited by NATTS, now 
located in 45 states, the District of 
Columbia and Querto Rico, have 
been serving the training needs of 
students since 1965. And according 
to Herzing, the growing success of 
these schools can be summed up in a 
word, “sensitivity.” They respond 
directly to a student’s needs and 
desires. 

“The most important question in 
the trade and technical schools is 
‘where are the jobs?’ said Herzing

facts about clams

On the crack overnight train 
eastbound from Chicago on the old 
New York Central System, back 
when we still had railroading, the 
passenger would come from his 
sleeping section into the dining car 
somewhere in the middle of New 
York State, well before the train 
divided at Albany for New York City 
and Boston . 

There at his place at table would 
be the specialty of that train - a glass 
of real, honest-to-gosh, down-east 
clam bouillon. A welcome home 
taste of the old Atlantic. 

For the most part, travelers like 
this bracing beginner for the bacon 
‘and eggs, a breakfast waker-upper, 
and it was something of a novelty 
because in those days clam bouillon 
wasn't generally thought of in that 
way. 

Some of us down-Mainers, coming 
home from “out west,” would ap 
plaud this exposure of one of our 
food products, smile (we knew about 
clam juice), and ask if we might 
instead, have an OJ 

‘There's nothing the matter with 
clam juice. It is a “natural 
ingredient” of much merit and a 
dandy thing for a good cook to know 
about, but we far-downers have 


never considered it a pleasurable 
potion to toss off to adorn a glad new 
morning 
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Probably we should review the 
facts about the “clam.” No State-o’ 
Mainer of the True Faith is about to 


concede that the quahog is 
palatable, or even edibles and he 
disdains it from away back with 


exclusive devotion to his soft-shelled 
or long-necked plain old clam 

He is quite aware that he is 
hopelesly outnumbered by people 
who think a quahog is a clam. The 
quahog. at least a bivalve mollusk 
is the “Venus mercenaria," found 
mostly from Cape Cod to Florida, 


and the two small sizes are 
marketed as “little necks’ and 
“cherry stones.’ 

The big ones (ask a Mainer) are 
chewy, but if put through a meat 


grinder and disguised with 
vegetables will make a clam (sic) 
chowder good enough for New 


Yorkers 
East'ard of Cape Cod the sea is 
kinder 


and yields the true (sic 
known often 
+h or Scarborough clam 
even if the source is otherwise 

It is the latter that Maine canning 
factories packed by the long ton in 
the old days and sold on the national 


market as “chowder clams,” The 
down-east chowder never took 
vegetables 

Overharvesting, and poor con 


servation practices in the past have 
reduced the Maine clam to in 
significance, and today even a 


coastui resident 1s hard put to find a 
mess for his own family. Pity 

The packing of clams was con 
sidered a make-do between the 
seasons of other more profitable 
foods. A canner once said, “I put a 
thousand dollars in my pocket, pack 
clams, and if any money is lett 
that's my profit 

But clams kept the crew together, 
and he had help when he turned to 
sardines or blueberries. The 
processing was fairly’simple. A ton 
or so of clams in the shell would get 
about:twenty minutes of steam in a 
“cooker,” and then women would

Make cut flowers 
last longer 


Now, when there is an abundance 
of flowers on the home landscape, 
cut flower arrangements provide an 

ay for home 
decoration. Proper care and han 
dling is an important factor in 
prolonging cut blossom's beauty and 
color. Here are some hints from the 
Middlesex County Extension Service 
on how to make your flower 
arrangements last longer. 

Flower Stems should always be 
cut, not broken, as a freshly cut stem 
absorbs watet more freely. Use a 
sharp knife or shears, and cut on a 
slant. Remove at least one half inch 
of stem to expose a fresh surface 
just before placing in water. 


‘There are many “‘old fashtoned"’ 
ideas, such as sugar added to the 
water, to keep flowers fresher. 
However, if you feel it is necessary 
to add a preservative to the water, 
local florists and garden centers 


Wash your flower containers with 
soap and water to remove bacteria, 
as these multiply and clog the water 
conducting tubes of the flower stem, 
causing premature wilting, 


Remove excess foliage, especially 
that which will be below water 
Excess foliage increases water loss 
and submerged foliage decays and 
hastens cut flower fading. Place 
stems in warm water, — 110 degrees 
is ideal. Water moves more easily 
into the stem and more quickly than 
in cold water. 

Keep flowers cool when not in use. 
‘The life of flowers can be doubled by 
placing them in a cold room or 
refrigerator at night. Any tem: 
perature from normal room tem- 
perature down to 25 degrees will 
prolong flower life. Avaidexcess 
heat. Do not place flowers in direct 
sunlight, over a radiator, on a TV set 
or in a draft. Heat reduces flower 
life, and warm or moving air takes 
water from flowers faster than it is 
absorbed through the stems, causing 
wilting

Curio cabinets 


take new directions

Whatever happened to the old: 
fashioned curio cabinets or vitrines? 
Or those corner what-not stands that 
displayed so many whimsical 
knickknacks and needed to be 
dusted so often? Take a look in any 
furniture store or department, and 
you will witness the metamorphosis 
of the “curio.” 


In the past five years these 
@istinctive, beautifully designed 
and useful pieces have become one 
of the fastest-growing segments of 
the occasional furniture field 

Why’ Because they satisfy the 
needs of people who have interesting 
collections or a few precious objects 
and want handsome showcases in 
which to display them effectively 
Many curios have glass on three 
sides, a mirrored back panel to 
reflect the objects placed on the 
glass shelves, and light strips to 
illuminate and highlight them. Some 
curios with glass on four sides can 
serve as a room divider or be used in 
the middle of a room with their 
contents visible from all angles. 


Because many of the pieces are 
tall and thin, they have the virtue of 
taking up less floor space and fitting 
into more places, like those narrow 
areas between doors or windows. 
‘They come in every wood, style, and 
period, and are sometimes made in 
metal or bamboo, as well. Most have 


glass doors that close tightly to 
protect objects and keep out dust 
Some consist of open shelves, which 
makes the collectibles easier to 
handle and rearrange and 
eliminates the screening effect of a 
glass door. 


Another reason for the popularity 
of the curio is that it is an extra, or 
accent piece. From the fashion point 
of view itis a “separate” that can be 
purchased at any time. It will mix or 
match with other furnishings, and 
can always be counted on to add a 
{resh new note to a room's decor 

Gary Hokanson, designer for 
American of Martinsville, says he 
has designed curios in at least 35 
designs for his company and still 
finds a demand for more 


“We do not design curios to add to 
existing groups or to new collections 
of furniture,” he says. “We think of 
them as pieces which people buy 
separately, not as a part of suites. 
But we give curios the same careful 
cabinetmaking touches and fine 
finishes that we give all our best 
pieces. Right now homemakers 
seem to prefer wider curios — those 
from 28 inches to 32 inches wide."* 
‘The best selling retail range for this 
company is from $700 to $1,000. One 
store in the Middle West reports that 
its best-selling curio sells for $198.

as you grow older 


Most people want housing that 
offers them the greatest degree of 
personal independence while 
meeting their needs for safety, 
comfort, and convenience. Ac 
cording to Debbie Doncov, Con 
sumer Economist for the Middlesex 
County Extension Service, housing 
needs change as we grow older 
Before choosing any living 
arrangement, ask. yourself the 
following questions 

How do you rely on others for help, 
how much are you able to manage 
yourself? 

What can you afford now and in 
the future? 


Will this housing arrangement 
allow you to remain as independent 
as you wish for as long as possible? 

Staying where you are in your own 
home is just one of the living 
arrangements possible. The ability 
to stay in your own home heavily 
depends on your financial situation. 
However, if you plan to move, you 
have several options. 


Renting an apartment 1s one op- 
tion available. Apartment living can 
be a carefree style of life, especially 
suited for someone who t and 
doesn't want maintenance 
responsibilities 

Subsidized housing is becoming 
more and more available. Many 
communities have built subsidized 
housing complexes for older people 
on limited income. This includes 
high-rise apartments, older 
buildings that have been converted 
into apartments and smaller 
apartment complexes. Rents are 
subsidized and lower than market 


rent. Town residence ma be 
required and in some areas the 
waiting list is long. 

In certain areas of the country. 
mobile home parks cater ex 
clusively to retired persons. 

Retirement villages are a 
relatively new concept. These 
communities are constructed ex. 
clusively for retired people and 
isolate them from the noise and 
bustle of life among young families. 
Since comfort and friendship are the 
predominant values of this group, it 
is not surprising that recreational 
facilities such as golf courses and 
swimming pools are available. The 
physical set-up and the kinds of 
services vary widely, as do the 
costs. Business corporations, 
religious organizations, and other 
groups have sponsored retirement 
villages, which are usually managed 
by developers or a management 
team. 

Moving in with others is becoming 
more attractive. An older person 
and his children or other relatives or 
friends may decide to live together. 
An older parent who is alone may 
move in with.relatives for com 
panionship. Both generations may 
benefit by living together — an older 
woman escapes loneliness by living 
with her son's family, and helps out 

_by babysitting for her grand. 
‘children, ‘This arrangement allows 
her daughter-in-law to pursue a 
career 

Older adults may find it 
economical to pool their financial 
resources by combining households, 
or they may simply get along well 
and enjoy living together in a shared 
household.

A. — Rudolph Diesel invented his 
engine in 1892, and it has been 
steadily improved “and perfected 
since that time. Diesels have 
become the cars of the Eighties for 
one simple reason — Efficiency. 
Diesels can squeeze more energy 
from a drop of crude oil that any 
other commercially available 
engine. The Environmental 
Protection Agency ratings of 
production cars prove the point. All 


diesel has no spark plugs, ignition 
system, distributor, or carburetor. 
Quite simply, it works by squeezing 
air in the cylinder with a piston until 
it’s hot enough to ignite a fine spray 
of diesel fuel that’s injected into a 
swirl chamber.

remaining trom glacial times. The 
soil composition, extreme high rise 
and fall of tides, and other features 
of Peddock’s are more like English 
islands than most islands in North 
America. 

On Aug. 14, Marcie Litchfield of 
the University of Massachusetts 
will lead a ornithological walk. For 
those interested in botany and 
biology, Bill Perkins will lead a 
walk on Aug. 17 specifically for the 
South Shore Natural Science 
Center. Many of the wild flowers 
and plants on Peddock’s arriyed via 
clipper ships from Europe. Seeds 
lodged in the ships rigging would 
shake loose during the many tacks 
required to enter Boston Harbor. 
Animals, imported from Europe 
carried other seeds to the island, as 
did ships which were wrecked 
trying to enter the harbor during 
the winter storms or fog. 

New Alchemy Institute, a leader 
in the design and use of wind and 
solar power systems and ex 
perimental food production 
technology, has long been involved 
with the plans for Peddock's Island.
